‘This may have arisen from the fact that 
both compunies have adopted the same 
experient, viz., the accomplistiment of 
what, under existing circumstances, is 
an impossibility. Most of the estimates 
upon which a pa ying overturn of work 
have been based have been nothing 
more than renchizgs after. the unattain- 
able;—if so and so mony pieces were 
washed, the outturn would be‘ se much, 
“Now, from whatever causes this failure 
haw arisen, the proprr number of pieces 
have never yet been washed ; and the en- 
terprising efforts to provide wholesomely 
clean linen for the peopte of Hongkong 
-have now, unfortunntely to cease, It 
is.a pity thht the support of the public 
could not have been secured more ge- 
nerally than it has been; but the meu 
who have worked aud sacrificed. time 
and those whe have lost money over the 
experiment arenow generally agreed that’ 
they have done all that-they mean to-do. 
The dispute betwoen the two companies, 
the old and the new, ix merely an acci- 
dent of thig.unfortanate position. We 
believe the bulk of ‘the capital of the 
new company which has been lost. be- 
longed to shareholders in the. eld com- 
pany; 80 that mutual recriminations do 
not make any materiel change on the 
the actual circamstances, ‘or soriously 
affect the loss incurred or the: failure 
experienced. There is wisdom, it eeems 
to us, in the decision arrived at by the. 
shareholders in the néw Company, 
to waste no. more money either in 
philanthropic sanitary bed ete or 
in legal’ proceedings. “Whut might

Julgmont waa given to-day in the action 
brought by Su Cheong, of the Lee Wing On 
firm, the chartoror of the “steamer Decima, 
against Peter Oeatmann, Captain of the De- 
cima, and Die Flensbiirger Dampf Schif- 
fahrt's Gesellschaft von 1869, for detentiun 
of the steamor caused by a seizure of opinm 
by Customs Officers at Saigon in April last 
and tho legal proceedings atising out of this 
acizure, é 

Mr Francia, instructed by Me M. J. D. 
Stophons, sppeared for tho plaintiff, and the 
Acting Attorney Genoral, instructed by

His Lordship, in giving judgment, eaid 
ho had not been able to find any default on 
the part of the owners or master of the 
Decima or their agents or servants, nor did 
he find that there had been any snch cir- 
cumstance as irregular suspension of con- 
tract.

‘The defeudants say thut the rents 
derived by them ‘rom the mortgaged pre- 
mises wero not always sufficient to pay the 
crown rent, taxes, costs and interest and the 
othor moneys due inrespeet ofthe mortgage. 
The defendants admit that on the 23rd May 
1882 they entered into posscasion of the 
mortgaged promises and thoy did so under 
their right as mortgagees on the ground that 
Kwok Yin Kai had on tho 28rd March 1882 
made dofault in payment of the interest 
secured by the niortgage and as such mort- 
gagees remained in possession until tho. 
final foreclosure. The defendants’ admit 
that Kwok Yin Kai was.not himself present 
at the hearing of the suit and that tho 
decree was made in his absence but they 
deny that ho was unrepresented in the suit. 
The writ in the suit was issued about 
the 10th October 1882 and an appearance 
waa duly ‘entered for Kwok Yin Kui on the 
Bist October 1882 by Mesars Stophens and 
Holmes, at that time solicitors in partner- 
ship, who had agreed to accept service on his 
behalf, and notice of the hearing of the 
suit was. duly given to them, but. at 
the hearing Kwok .Yin Kai was not 
represented by Council nor were hig so- 
Hicitora represented. Howaver, Ng Man 
Kwan, with whom the avliciturs had been 
in communication, acting ander a Powor of 
“Attorney, .was present at the hearing aud 
was allowed an opportunity of being heard 
on his behalf. The decree was duly served 
on Ng Man Kwan and on Messrs Stephens 
and Holmes, but Messrs Stephens ‘and 
Holmes, having about this time declifred to 
act further in the matter, all subsequent 
procerdings were served un Ng Man Kwan. 
Tho defendants maintain that Kwok Yin 
Kai did make default in the payment of 
interest, and they submit that therefore the 
principal sum becnmo duo and that they 
avere antitled: ts foreclosure, and they 
furthor submit that. this step was 
taken on safficient ground, On the 14th 
June the defendants, who were the plain- 


tiffs in’ the “1882 suit, filed tne usual affi-+ 


davit of non-paymont of the money found 
due te-them by the Registrar's certificata of 
the 27th May 1884, and thereon the final fure- 
closure decree was made on the ibth June 
1884. ‘The affidavit did not state the receipt 
of rents, Such omission was uot made with 
any purposs to mislesd ur deceive the 
Ccurt, ‘The renta received by ths defend- 
ante between 8rd Feu. 1884 and 17th June 
1884 amounted to the sum of $7,401.67 and 
the proper and legal disbursemonts and ex- 
penses on account of the murtgaged pre- 
niises and interest, to the eum of $788,817. 
-The-defendants say further that if such 
Mention had been mado ‘of the receipt of 
the renis and if the Court had ordered a 
further day to be fixed for payment on 
bringing such rents intoaccount, Kwok Yio 
Ki could and would not havo beon abla to 
redeem or pay the sum which would have 
been found due from hin in respect of the 
mortgage. The defendants have through- 
out the enid mortgags transactions and‘in 
all proceedings arising theraon acted in per- 
fect good faith and hava not beon guilty of 
trad or collusion, and they submit that this 
suit ought to be dismiséed with costs.

The principal: was mnde 
payable at a definite potir:l—1885—and it 
would not. bo in the power cf the mortgagor 
tocompel the mortyngeo to receive the monoy 
befora 1885. And if theré was-no default 
‘in payniont of tlie interest it was impossible 
for the plaintiff to como iri and ask fora 
1863. Now 
the defendants had waived their rights to de- 
mand prompt payment by receiving anum- 


three montha in arrears, ati at the time they 
entered into possossion they had actually 
paid themselves these arrears of interest, 
He also drew the attention-of the Court to 
the conditions of the mortgige which wero 
unustal. The same solicitor acted for both 
parties and instead of tho, usual six and 
threo months required befora payment of in- 
terest the perind was simply one month. The 
deed, he submitted, wonld hardly have boen 
left in that atate and the purchaser left so 
unprotected had he been represented by an 
independent solicitor. Mr Francis alo con- 
tended that at the time of the granting of tho 
forcelosure the pluintiily had received con- 
siderable sums of money for rent of which 
they had given no account, and that that was 
sufliciont to invalidaty th: proceedings. Tt 
was impossible for_them. to. get an order 
for foreclosure without this. Further ac- 
counts ought to lave been taken in. some 
form or shape and-further- time ought to 
have been given ta the mortgagee to redeem. 
In conclusion be said there was absolutely 
no possibility of the defendants in the esse 
being in any way damnged if thoy were ro- 
quired to give up the property. There was
